STRONG CASE 1 “MADE. OUT. 


The London Chamber of Com- 


. | morce is again a¢tively engaged in 


calling the attention of the Govern- 
ment to the urgent noed for the im- 
provement of the roads’ ond ap- 
proaches to the London Docks. In 
n statement just issued, it is reeall- 
ed that in March 1924, fallowing a 
largely-attended public meeting at 
the Cannon Street Hotel, a deputa- 
tion from the London Chamber. of. 
Commerce and ‘other ‘trading or- 
ganisntions, headed by Lord Kyl- 
sant, the then President of the 
Chamber. waited upon the Minister 
of Transport, to urge the need for 
proceeding, without delay, with the 
Vietoria Dock Rond scheme, which 
had already been adopted by the 
Ministry. The facilities, for trans- 
porting wands by road to and from 
the docks had not, kent pace with 
the developments ‘In the Part of 
London, and were. in fact, rapidly 
deteriorating while improvements 
in the port were continually being 
monde, 
“Adsurances were given by the 
the statement. praceeds, 
ork would be put in hand 


‘nt the earliest: possible date, but the 


passuye of the London TraMec, Bill 
and the provision ‘of alternative 
hausine nceommodntion for persons 
who might-be dispossessed of their 
tenements by demolition, were con- 
ditions precedent to any work being 
commenced, The London Traffic 
Act came on to the Statute Book in 
1924 and other Acts-to provide for 
improvemont schemes have since 
been passed, added to which, large 
sums have been contributed to the 
Road Fund by motor traffie users, 
but no provision has yet been made 
for crrrying out this work, vitally 
essential to the overaeas trade and 


commerce of London. 


Road Congestion. 

“During the time which has 
elapsed since the Victorin Dock 
Road schéme was drawn up. the 
congestion on the roads to the docks 
has been steadily incrensing, and 
last year, according to the report 
of the Administration of the Road 
Fund, the point at which the highest 
average daily. welght of traffic pass- 
ed was near the iron bridge over 
the River Lea, where 45,486 tons 
were observed to pass during o 
period of 24 hours. 

“Repeated representations have 
heen made by thé Chamber to the 
Government, and both, the London 
and Home Counties Traffic Advisory 
Committee and the recent Royal 
Commission on Cross-River’ Traffic 
have strongly recommended the 
carrying. out of the scheme. In 
these circumstances, and in view of 
the rumoured intentions of ' the 
Government regarding the Royal 


.Commission’a recommendations, the 


Chamber has addreased the follow- 
ing letter to the Minister of Trans- 
port:— : 

‘Sir,—T_ am instructed, by , the 
Executive of this Chamber to re- 
fer to the correspondence which 
passed between us in October and 
November last, with reference to 
the scheme for improving the 

‘yonds and approaches to the 
docks, 

‘The Chamber has noted with 
satisfaction that _ the strongly 
worded recommendation of the 
London ‘and Home Counties 
Traffic Advisory Committee as to 
the urgency of the Victoria Dock 
Rond scheme has since been 
endorsed by the Royal Commis- 
sion on Cross-River Traffic in 
London. References have, how- 

. ever, recently appeared in the 
Press as to the possible inten- 
tions of, the Government regard- 
Ing the recommendations of the 
Royal Commission, and while the 
Chamber recognizes the great: 
importance of all those recom- 
mendations, it wishea again 
strongly to emphasize the ur- 
wency of the Victoria Dock Road 
scheme, In the view of the 
Chamber none’ of the other 
schemes put forward by the Com- 
misgion is of equal importance to 
the trade and commerce of Lon- 
don. 

“fT am instructed therefore, to 
express the hope that H.M., Gov-

INTERVIEW WITH CONSUL BIRIN. 


“We find Liverpool is | a better 
port than. London for our trade,” 
said. Mr, Edward Birin, the Con- 
sul-General for the Republic , of 
Latvia in Britain. during an in- 
terview with “The Journal of 
Commerce.” ‘Mr. Birin was on 
the point of leaving for Latvia to 
present & report to his: Govern- 
ment on possible shipping de- 
velopments between this country 
and Latvia,’ It takes two and a 
half days to reach Riga from Lon- 
don (vin Germany), and Mr. Birin 
referred with pride to the fact 
that the main Latvian. port. was 
now navigable all the. ycar round, 
thahks to the ice-breaker recently 
built by Messrs. Beardmore and 
Co., the “Krisjanis Valdemars,” 
the largest. ice- -breaker in the 
world. 

“We can'get much better prices 
for our bacon, cogs and butter in 
Liverpool than in London, and as 
we are mainly an agricultural 
country, we want fo develop this 
trade, Jt is true that Messrs. 
W. H. Stott and Co., Ltd., Liver- 
pool, run a regular ‘service be- 
tween Riga and Liverpool, but we 
should like to see this very much 
extended. London.is useful to us 
at the moment, because it has a 
regular weekly service run by the 
United Baltic Corporation. 

Must Have a Merchant Marine. 

“The ambition of Latvia at the 
present is to build up a really good 
Merchant Marine. Ours was des- 
troyed, mainly by Germany, in the 
war. In 1914, we had 333 ships, 
of 87,960. net tons. In 1926 we 
had over 117 ships ‘of 40,084 net 
tons. At present our largest ships 
are about 6,000 tons, and we are, 
buying second-hand vessels, in. 
Britain. Sailing ships are now re- 
placed. by. steamers and motor 
vessels, 

“T have just been visiting Hull, 
Newcastle and Liverpool, and we 
want to develop’ our trade with 
these ports, After the war ship- 
ping between Liverpool and Riga 
dropped to.a fraction. It has now 
slightly revived, If things de- 
velop, as they promise in the next 
year, the trade with Liverpool 
should be doubled. We used to 
get 250,000 tons of coal from New- 
castle every year. .Now we get 
coal mainly from, Germany and 
Poland. * 

Profitable State. Shipping. 

Mr. Birin went -on ‘to. explain 
how ‘the Latvian Government 


State service in the world that 
paid a profit, At present it own- 
ed' eight steamers, and, these 
traded with profit to all European 
and other ports. There were 30 
private shipping companies in 
Latvia, but none of these resent- 
ve the competition of the State 
ine. 

“We have 52 Consuls now in the| 
British Empire, and it is to the 
British Empire we look, first of all 
for the development of our trade,” 
added Mr. Birin. . 
suls are British, and understand 
the trade we want to develop, Our 
trade. with South Africa, India 
and Australia -has been.doubled in 
the last ‘two years. We export 
paper, plywood. and. .matches 
chiefly, and import hides and 
skins and other raw materials, and 
also’. agricultural 
and the best of these are British.”

LIVES AND PROPERTY SAFE. 


It is sometimes overlooked that 
if there are British. residents in 
China there is also a far bigger 
Chinese population in British ter- 
ritory. : 

Mr; John H. Harris, speaking 
at Darlington recently upon 
“The Chinese Peril,” said, that 
‘over 6,100 Chinese were: resident 
in the British Isles, and over 
1,580,000 within the British Em- 
pire. In Canada alone there were 
over 40,000, or nearly three times 
as many'as the total number of 
British subjects in the whole of 
China, With very few excep- 
tions, there had been accorded to 
the persons and property of these 
1,580,000 Chinese all the pri- 
‘vileges and protection of British 
Jaw and administration, and none 
could deny that their lives and 
their quite extensive and: valu- 
able property were as safe. as 
the lives ‘and property of our 
own subjects. We were entitled 
to ask from the Chinese the same 
measure of protection for the 
14,000 British subjects and their 
property, in China, as British 
Governments were giving tq the 
1,580,000 Chinese living within 
the British Empire. Beyond 
this we, ought not to insist upon 
being accorded any special « pri- 
vileges.

“Infant?” 
LEGAL ARGUMENT TO-DAY," 


Legal authorities were quoted at 
great length at the Supremé Court 
this morning by Mr, Eldon Potter, 
K.C. in ‘the case in which Leo 
Kwong-lam and  Kwong-hing 
claim the — annulment of 
a mortgage for $400,000 ‘on the 
grounds that they were. “Infante” 
(not of age) at the date of execu- 
tion. 

The question of fraud having 
been alleged in: the filed atatement 
of defence, Mr. Potter (for the 
plaintiffs), whilst holding that the. 
documents in question were signed 
by the two plaintiffs without know- 
ledge that they. were committing 
themselves to an agreement they 
could not be legally liable for, cited 
authorities in support of his con- 
tention that such 2 mortgage, even 
lf entered into by fraud, was not 
enforceable but null and void. ; 

The “Infants Relief Act” figured 
largely: in Mr. Potter’a argument. 
Under this,” he claimed,’ 

contract for debt entered 

by an Infant was ab- 
solutely vold and the mortgage with 
which the present case’ was con: 
cerned was nothing but a contract 
for debt—in other, words, a loan, 
As such, it came directly within tha 
Infants Relief Act. 

The Act’ In question, counsel 
stated, provided that “all contracts. 
whether speciality or-simple con- 
tracts, entered into by Infants for 
repnyment of money !ent or to be 
lent" were void; that “an Infant 
has no power to bind himself by 
contract of.mortgage made by him 
to. secure moneys. advanced .to 
him other than necessarica; and 
that. “an infant, being generally! 
Incapable of binding himself by 
contract, cannot by himself enter 
Into a contract of mortgage or 
create authority. secured on hie 
pronerty for mortgage money.” 

Counsel said he was not going to 
suggest that an Infant.could buy a 
plece.of land and, disclosing his 
true status later, decline to pay for 
it or to give back the land, In 
certain circumstances, equitable-re- 
Hef could be given such as the re- 
covery of the loan. In the case be- 
fore His Lordship, counsel claimed 
that there was norelief which could 
be given the defendants. If relief 
could be applied’ then it would be 
the repayment of the $65,000 ‘and 
$4,000, if the plaintiffs, in fact, ‘re-. 
ceived this money, :
